2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art discloses 
an assembly having a vacuum cleaning apparatus, a ventilation apparatus and a fan HOWEVER 
fails to disclose or fairly suggest the further inclusion of a heat exchanger for transferring heat 
energy between stale air/air in the vacuum cleaning apparatus and fresh air/air in the a ventilation 
apparatus.
